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Kentucky State University 
finished the decade strong. Once 
again the university was named 
a best college in the region by U.S. 
News and World Report and by the 
Princeton Review. The Commission on 
Colleges of the Southern Association 
of Colleges and Schools reaffirmed 
KSU's accreditation for another 10 
years, continuing its unending streak 
since 1939. The KSU band wowed the 
crowds at the Honda Battle of the 
Bands. KSU's academic teams placed 
wellattheHondaAIIStarChallengeand 
at the Black College Quiz. Enrollment 
is up, and the university has a plan in 
place to help increase retention and 
improve student performance over 
the next several years - its new Quality 
Enhancement Plan, Academics with 
Attitude. 

One could say that the 
Thorobreds are sprinting into 2011, 
and with good reason. In 2011, KSU 
celebrates its 125th anniversary. After 
125 years, the Commonwealth's most 
diverse public institution has a lot 
to trumpet. What began as a small 
teachers college for African Americans 
now has one of the most well respected 
aquaculture programs in the nation. 



Our Land Grant researchers are on the 
cutting edge of their fields. Dr. Kirk 
Pomper, a pawpaw and blackberry 
specialist, released a new variety of 
pawpaw in 2009 and plans to release 
other varieties in the coming years. Dr. 
Michael Bomford is pioneering organic 
and environmentally-friendly research 
and technology, and the university 
launched a master's of environmental 
science to train students for all of the 
green economy jobs that have been 
and will be produced as the nation and 
world attempt to regulate and clean 
up the environment. 

KSU is improving its campus 
inside and out. In addition to making 
the campus more visitor-friendly with 
signage labeling and directing them 
to each building, KSU has broken 
ground on several new buildings in 
the last few years. The new Whitney 
M. Young Jr. Hall is the campus' 
newest residence hall, which offers 
plush accommodations and the latest 
technology to its more than 100 
residents. Hathaway Hall, the main 
classroom building on campus, was 
renovated so that all of its classrooms 
now have ceiling mounted projectors, 
a screen, a video system and a 
sound system built in, eliminating 
the need for traveling audiovisual 
equipment. Professors can display 
their presentation using a laptop or 
DVR machine. 

The Center for Sustainable 
Farms and Families opened in 
spring 2010 on the KSU Research 
and Development Farm and now 
allows the university to host large 
scale events, including farm shows, 
agriculture education workshops and 
conventions, training seminars and 
the monthly Third Thursday Thing 
sessions. The Aquaculture Production 
Technologies Laboratory will allow 
aquaculture researchers to test and 
develop technologies for raising fish 
indoors so that different types of 



fish species can be produced year 
round. The building also will contain 
a genetics laboratory. The Center 
for Families and Children will offer 
educational programs to families with 
young children. 

KSU further established its 
presence as Frankfort's university by 
purchasing the former Paul Sawyer 
Library building in downtown 
Frankfort. The building will be the 
launch site for the new floating 
science laboratory, where school- 
aged children can come learn about 
aquatic life on the Kentucky River. It 
also will serve as a satellite location for 
some classes and house the Center of 
Excellence for the Student of Kentucky 
African Americans archive collection. 
The university reaches out to its 
surrounding counties through its Land 
Grant Program extension efforts and 
through various grant programs such 
as the Big Read, which encourages 
communities to read and discuss the 
same book; theChildrenofPromiseand 
Children of Greatest Need programs, 
which are mentoring programs for 
children; the mandatory service work 
that freshman in the UNV 101 classes 
perform; philanthropic initiatives by 
our fraternities and sororities; and the 
National Science Foundation Grant 
obtained by Dr. Narayanan Rajendran, 
which specified that he use part of the 
funds to educate children and teachers 
about microbiology. 

KSU's service efforts won it 
placement on the President's Higher 
Education Community Service Honor 
Roll, presented by the Corporation 
for National and Community Service 
to institutions throughout the nation 
that demonstrate a commitment to 
civic engagement and community 
service. The KSU Student Athlete 
Advisory Committee won the 
Southern intercollegiate Athletic 
Conference Citizenship Award for 
the third year for its commitment to 



aiding children, senior citizens and all 
citizens in the campus and surrounding 
communities. 

Further extending its reach, 
KSU has made a four-year education 
more accessible to students from 
Kentucky and abroad through a 
series of articulation agreements and 
partnerships. The university works 
with local high schools to allow their 
students to take classes on campus 
and online to get a jump on their 
college careers. KSU offers free classes 
to senior citizens and teaches some 
classes onsite in senior citizen centers. 
It pioneered a seamless transfer 
agreement with Kentucky Community 
and Technical College System to allow 
students at the two-year colleges to 
transfer all of their credits to KSU 
to finish their four-year degree. It 
also teaches some classes on KCTC 
campuses to provide more convenient 
options for those transfer students. 
Lastly, KSU has pursued agreements 
with Asian universities in China, Japan, 
Korea and Taiwan to allow for the 
exchange of students, faculty and 
ideas, which will further enhance both 
schools involved. So far, KSU has hosted 
many Asian students and conducted a 
summer teacher training program for 
Korean English teachers who wanted 
to strengthen their language skills 
and understanding of the American 
culture. 

Fornearly 125years, KSU has 
produced students with sharp minds, 
caring hearts, capable hands and 
the compassion and determination 
to change their communities, nation 
and world. Its dedication to critical 
thought, innovation and service are 
the foundation for its success and the 
reason it will continue onward and 
upward for many years to come.

• The Kentucky State University MES 
program is an interdisciplinary program that will 
be open to students with a bachelor's degree 
in any of the traditional STEM areas as well as 
areas such as geology, psychology, agriculture, 
and forestry. Non-science students will also be 
accepted in the MES program after completion 
of some additional undergraduate courses. A 
customizedcourse-workschedulewillbeprepared 
on a case-by-case basis for students entering 
the program from non-science disciplines. The 
interdisciplinary KSU MES program will serve a 
unique student niche in the Commonwealth. 

• The interdisciplinary curriculum is 
designed to give graduates the ability to 
communicate effectively across traditional 
discipline boundaries, while fully developing 
specific areas of expertise. Students will have 
opportunities for in-depth learning and 
development of interdisciplinary expertise to 
understand and solve environmental problems. 

• TheMESdegreerequiresthecompletion 
of 36 credit hours, including a 6-credit capstone 
project. Students can select electives from a 
wide range of existing courses in the social or 
natural sciences, or from new courses developed 
specifically for the environmental studies 
program. 

• Graduates of the program should have 
challenging opportunities with state and local 
government agencies and private enterprises. 
The program will appeal to students seeking 
meaningful employment with a commitment to 
human values, and preparethemfor a wide range 
of jobs and leadership opportunities. The MES 
program will also provide advanced educational 
opportunities for in-service science teachers and 
Kentucky EPPC, KYTC, Dept, of Fish and Wildlife 
personnel in the region.

A dozen Kentucky State University students made poster 
presentations at the "Posters at the Capitol" event on 
January 28, 201 Oat the Capitol Building in Frankfort. This 
event, hosted collaboratively by the Commonwealth's 
public institutions, is intended to help members of Ken- 
tucky's legislature and the governor better understand 
the importance of involving undergraduates in research, 
scholarly and creative work. 
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Kentucky State University hosted its third Big Read 
of Frankfort from October 15 through November 15, 
2009. This year's selected text was To Kill a Mockingbird 
by Harper Lee. During the commencement party in the 
Carl M. Hill Student Center Ballroom, Lee's nephew, 
KSU's own Dr. Edwin Conner, was featured as the 
speaker of the event. He says that his aunt's novel awed 
and inspired him. 

During KSU's past Big Read projects, the Whitney 
Young Honors School students successfully led many 
discussion groups. The purpose of the Big Read is to 
address the declining literary reading crisis in America 
by providing citizens with the opportunity to read and 
discuss a single book within their communities in the 
attempt to raise literary interest. 

Dr. Peter Smith secured the grant from the National 
Endowment for the Arts. 

Smith distributed more than 1,100 books throughout 
the community, including Franklin, Anderson, Scott 
and Owen County schools.

An endowed chair is the most prestigious faculty position on a university campus. The 
position is funded by an endowment and the holder of the chair is a recognized expert in 
his/her field of study. At KSU the position is intended as a combination of international 
scholarly renown and teaching excellence. Dr. Steven Gale was chosen to be KSU's first 
endowed chair in 1988. He is recognized as the world's leading expert on the literary works 
of Nobel Prize winning dramatist Harold Pinter, he is the foremost authority on American 
humorist S.J. Perelman, and he is considered one of the top ten literary humor experts 
in the world. Dr. Gale received his B.A. at Duke University, his M.A. at the University of 
California at Los Angeles, and his Ph.D. at the University of Southern California. He has 
taught at USC, UCLA, the University of Puerto Rico, the University of Liberia (as a Fulbright 
Professor), the University of Florida, Missouri Southern State (where he was a department 
head and creator-director of the campus-wide honors program), and KSU. Besides being a 
keynote speaker in the United States, Canada, England, and France, Dr. Gale has published 
28 scholarly books (several of which have been award winners) and numerous works of 
fiction. At KSU Gale teaches a wide range of courses in the humanities. 
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The pilot group of S.A.D.D.L.E., Students Aiding in 
Developing Diversity, Leadership and Equity, was 
continued for another year. 

The 18 female student leaders from Midway and 
KSU gather once a month to further develop 
their leadership skills. They listen to speakers and 
presentations and learn how to network and 
interact with others. They also discussed their 
respective schools, the history and power behind 
each one, and why each is still needed today. 

Each school is unique, says Dr. Karen Bearden, a 
board of regents member at both KSU and Midway. 
She met with Emily Coleman, director of student 
affairs at Midway College, Dr. Rhonda Richards, 
former vice president and dean of the Women's 
College, Leslie Thomas, director of Student Life 
at KSU, and both schools' presidents to initiate a 
women's leadership program, where the group 
would alternately meet on KSU and Midway's 
campuses. Coleman, Richards and Thomas created 
a curriculum and recruited students who were 
leaders on their campus or strove to be leaders. 
Everything just came together, Bearden says. 

"It is a joy for me, because it gives me a way to 
actually work with the students," Bearden says. 
"And this is a powerful union - young ladies from 
the state's only historically black college and the 
only women'scollege. I believethese young women 
have the power to change the world." 

It also has been a fun experience for the students, 
Thomas says. 

"I've seen a lot of growth in the ladies," Thomas 
says. "It is amazing to see how well 18 women get 
along. They are so excited to see each other, and 
they talk and do things together outside of the 
group." 

Working with the other 17 ladies also allowed 
Keisha Minley, a junior elementary education 
student from KSU, to see varying viewpoints. 
"Becoming a leader means you need to know how 
to interact with others from varying backgrounds," 
Minley says. "This helped me be more open minded 
and helped build morale." 

For many, like Midway's Hilary Lierow and KSU's 
Dequann Walker, the group took them out of their 
comfort zone and taught them to be more sociable 
with people they didn't know. 

"I call these young ladies the poster girls for the 
school," Coleman says. "They are the ones you want 
to brag about when they are alums."

Since its founding on December 4, 1906, 
Alpha Phi Alpha Fraternity, Inc. has supplied 
voice and vision to the struggle of African- 
Americans and people of color around the 
world. 

Alpha Phi Alpha, the first intercollegiate 
Greek-letterfraternityestablishedfor African- 
Americans, wasfounded at Cornell University 
in Ithaca, New York by seven college men 
who recognized the need for a strong bond 
of Brotherhood among African descendants 
in this country. The visionary founders, 
known as the "Jewels" of the Fraternity, are 
Henry ArthurCallis, Charles Henry Chapman, 
Eugene Kinckle Jones, George Biddle Kelley, 
Nathaniel Allison Murray, Robert Harold 
Ogle, and Vertner Woodson Tandy. 

The Jewel founders and early leaders of 
the Fraternity succeeded in laying a firm 
foundation for Alpha Phi Alpha's principles 
of scholarship, fellowship, good character, 
and uplifting of humanity. The Beta Mu 
Chapter of Alpha Phi Alpha was chartered 
on Kentucky State's campus in 1932.

Delta Sigma Theta Sorority was founded on January 13, 1913 
by twenty-two collegiate vyomen at Howard University. These 
students wanted to use their collective strength to promote 
academic excellence and to provide assistance to persons in 
need. The first public act performed by the Delta Founders 
involved their participation in the Women's Suffrage March 
in Washington D.C., March 1913. Delta Sigma Theta was 
incorporated in 1930.

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Zeta Phi Beta Sorority was founded on the 
simple belief that sorority elitism and so- 
cializing should not overshadow the real 
mission for progressive organizations -to ad- 
dress societal mores, ills, prejudices, poverty, 
and health concerns of the day. Founded 
January 16, 1920, Zeta began as an idea 
conceived by five coeds at Howard Univer- 
sity in Washington D.C.: Arizona Cleaver, 
Myrtle Tyler, Viola Tyler, Fannie Pettie and 
Pearl Neal. These five women, also known 
as our Five Pearls, dared to depart from 
the traditional coalitions for black women 
and sought to establish a new organization 
predicated on the precepts of Scholarship, 
Service, Sisterly Love and Finer Woman- 
hood. It was the ideal of the Founders that 
the Sorority would reach college women in 
all parts of the country who were sorority 
minded and desired to follow the found- 
ing principles of the organization. Founder 
Viola Tyler was oft quoted to say "[In the 
ideal collegiate situation] there is a Zeta in 
a girl regardless of race, creed, or color, who 
has high standards and principles, a good 
scholarly average and an active interest in 
all things that she undertakes to accomplish. 
The "Dovely" ladies of the Eta Alpha chapter 
of Zeta Phi Beta Sorority Inc, was chartered 
April 20, 1935 



Alpha Upsilon Chapter of Kentucky State Uni- 
versity was chartered on March 1, 1935 
It was the vision of these astute men that en- 
abled them in the school year 1910 - 11, more 
specifically the night of January 5, 1911, on 
the campus of Indiana University at Bloom- 
ington, Indiana, to sow the seed of a fraternal 
tree whose fruit is available to, and now en- 
joyed by, college men everywhere, regardless 
of their color, religion or national origin. It is a 
fact of which KAPPA ALPHA PSI is justly proud 
that the Constitution has never contained any 
clause which either excluded or suggested the 
exclusion of a man from membership merely 
because of his color, creed, or national origin. 
The Constitution of KAPPA ALPHA PSI is predi- 
cated upon, and dedicated to, the principles 
of achievement through a truly democratic 
Fraternity.
